In the description, particularly page 3, lines 26-33 and the drawings, figures 2-4 it 
is not unambiguously clear disclosed how the piston cylinder unit functions. 
Moreover, it is not clear how by fitting the end plate (figure 2) a functional piston 
cylinder unit is created, since it unclear which part of the piston sealingly contacts 
the cylinder and where the hydraulic connections are foreseen. 

Therefore, neither Article 1 9(2) nor Article 6 PCT is fulfilled.
